Investigation of tariff lobbyists is 


WASHINGTON, D. C. 
no new thing in Washington, so that 


there is far greater interest in the prospect of an inquiry into the “socjal 
lobby” by the special Senate committee headed by Senator: Caraway of 


Arkansas. 


There is opportunity there for plenty 
of excitement. 

The extent to which social activ- 
ities are engaged to promote iezisla- 
tive projects’ always has been some- 
what vague. A Senate committee 
would encounter many difficulties in 
getting the real story. 

Several women maintain political 
salons, especially at Sunday night sup- 
Pers, but there has been a suggestion 
of only one being the representative of 
any corporation. She is supposed to 
be a confidential informer for a New 
York banking house of international 
prominence, 

It is not doubted that some of these 
women exert an important influence 
On legislation but is more an ex- 
pression of their own personal or po- 
litical interest, than of paid lobbying 
in the accepted sense.“ For example, 
no person in Washington was more 
active or ,influential in the = fight 
against the League of Nations than 
was Mrs. Alice Roosevelt Longworth 
and she left nothing*undone to Keep 
Republicah senators in line against ac- 
ceptance of the Wilson covenant, 

RECEPTIONS INFLUENCE LAWS 

It 1s undambtedly true that the old 
racket of making” friends for legisla- 
ton or stocking the cards against it 
through extensive entertainment con- 
tinues, and that numerous parties are 
8iven in expensive hotel suites for that 
Purpose, It is no less true that Sena- 
tors and Representatives attend these 
parties, knowing well the activities and 
the desires of their hosts. In mast 
instances they have known the men 
for years and regard them as friends. 
More information frequently is ob- 
tained on one side or another of a 
controversy than through hearings by 
Congressional committees. 

There seems to be widespread agree- 

ment that acquaintances of the sort 
are far more productive of results 
than the operations of those organized 
lobbies which are listed as legislative 
counsel to attend hearings, make 
speeches, file briefs and then button- 
hole Congressmen or pester them in 
their offices. 
The lads who give the whoopee par- 
ties in the big hotel suites do not 
sit in outer offices of Senators cooling 
their heels. They merely phone and 
ask the members to drop by for a 
cocktail or dinner. 

In most instances the most effective 
work of the sort is done by the heads 
of industries who come here only dur- 
ing the pendency of legislation in 
which they are interested. At other 
times they maintain their own agents 
hete to keep an eye on legislation, or 
else they contriyute to the upkeep of 
associations of manufacturers having 
year-round headquarters here, 

Some one has suggested, facetiously, 
it is presumed, that the Caraway Com- 
mittee to do its job thoroughly ought 
to call every Senator and ask him to 
submit his engagement book of. last 
winter, ta describe the places he vise 
ited, whether drinks were served and 
what was the nature af any conver- 
satiops bearing on pending legisintion. 

In no other way, according to tiis 
waggish theory, may the whole truth 
be known about the “social iohny 
And, maybe, that would sta SUTGeS 
thing under the big white days?

NEWSWRITERS’ QUIZ HINTED 
There are Suggestions too that out- 
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side employment by. Washington news- 
paper correspondents may be inquired 
into by the Senate Lobby Committee. 
It would be well to have that done 
so as to settle once and for all this 
old story that some of the 500 news- 
papermen here are the secret agents 
of corporations or other groups inter- 
ested in legislation. Every now and 
then disclosure is made of a corre- 
spondent being on a secret payroll as a 
“tipster,” but the instances are too 
rare to have affected the ethical 
integrity of the corps as a whole. 

Washington newspapermen who 
qualify for membership in the “press 
galleries of Congress must make affi- 
cdavit that they are not interested in 
legislation, nor in the prosecution of 
any claim against a Federal depart- 
ment, and will not so engage them- 
selves during the two-year period cov- 
ered by their applications. 

When suggestions have besa made 
that some newspapermen were not 
hewing close to the line and inquiries 
have been proposed, resentment has 
been expressed by some of the “elder 
statesmen” of the. ‘press galleries 
against the implied impeachment of 
their integrity. Before and since the 
days when I was Chairman of the 
Standing Committee of Correspon- 
dents, to which both Houses of Con- 
gress, intrust jurisdiction over the 
galleries, these stories have persisted 
of newspapermen receiving substantial 
retainers for questionable if not illicit 
enterprises. 

Cur committee investigated a dozen 
or more of such allegations and held 
extensive hearings, but only in one 
instance were we able to establish 
beyond a reasonable doubt’ that a 
correspondent was violating his gallery 
pledge card. Succeeding committees 
have been alert to any suggestion of 
improper connactions. 


DEMOCRAT HEADS COMMITTEE 

The Senate committee intrusted with 
the task of prying open the lobbyist 
lid is regarded generally as being a 
very good one. The chairmanship falls 
to a Democrat in a Republican Senate 
by reason of the fact that the selec- 
tion of the committee was left to 
Senator George W. Norris, the Nebraska 
progressive who is Chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee, and the further 
fact that Senator Caraway, authbr of 
the resolution of inquiry, happened to 


be a member of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee. 


Senator Walsh, of Mantana, needs 
no introduction as A Senate inyestiga- 
tor. He was on the lobby inquiry com- 
mittee of seventeen years ago and with 
former Senator Reed, of Missour!; led 
the now historic Mulhall disclosures, 

Senators Borah of Idaho, Robinson 
of Indiana and Blaine of Wiseonsin, 
are the Republican members. Borah's 
talents are well known. Robinson ts 
not popular but he is nobody's fool 
and won his spurs as a trial lawyer 
before coming to the Senate.-*Blaine 
is a bit tiresome in his Senate speeches 
and his questions in debate hardly are 
of the sparkling nd. His humor 
sometimes is as pointless as it is la- 
vorious.

His sayings are 
shown to have been incoherent and 
rambling. From His earliest youth 
to His death, Christ's every act is 
analyzed, in the manner of modern 
psychiatrists. The impression of the 
book is terrible. Some of the state- 
ments and deductions of Prof. Binet 
a 2 umanswerable. In fact, the whole 
book is unanswerable. Religion is 
too much a matter cf acceptance and 
faith to be able to reply blow for 
blow to the conclusions of a man of 
science. All argumert stops when 
the Christian says: “I believe.” ‘The 
book will probably not cause one 
1 . Or woman to change his or her 
attitude toward Christ. Only those 
yho are constantly driven hither and 
yon by doubts will turn to this 
volume, On the whole, Prof. Binet 
has only added another item to the 
confusion and debate that rages un- 
interruptedly around the person of 
Jesus since the early ages of our 
common era. The remarkable fact 
that the professor feels the Gospels 
to be authentic accounts, is a curi- 
osity. The logical critics have some- 
times doubted this. The ruthless 
agnostic that is the great Paris 
savant is diametrically opposed to 
them. And tts for the single reason 
hat it serves purpese. The book 
is ease y mM Francs, 
And will probably never be trans- 
lated into English. Such books feu 
too easily under the ban of censors 
and watch societies, although there 
can be no doubt that it is a serious 
scientific study.
